Riots 1s Puitaperruts. For several days there 
have been serious disturbances at Kensington, one 
of the suburbs of Philadelphia, from a turn-out of 
weavers. ‘The rioters assembled in large numbers, 
armed with stones and clubs, and some of them 
| with fire arms. The Sheriff arranged a civil posse, 
of two or three hundred men, and proceeded to the 
Market House, where the rioters were assembled. 
Hle was assailed by a shower of stones, and sever- 
al discharges of fire arms. The posse was dis- 
persed by the rioters, and a number of them were 
struck and knocked down. The Sheriff received 
several blows, and was considerably injured. Sev- 
eral of the rioters were arrested, and the next day, 
eight of them, on examination, were committed for 
trial. A body of troops, consisting of nine compa- 
nies, were finally ordered out, on the requisition, 
and put under the command of Brigadier General 
Cadwallader. It was said that the rioters threaten- 
ed an attack upon Moyamensing prison, for the re- 
lease of those who had been committed. No acts 
of violence were committed, and the troops were 
dismissed, with orders to hold themselves in readi- 
ness to muster at an hour’s notice. It is sinee sta- 
ted that the differences between the weavers and 
their employers had been settled, and that the 
former were to return to their work, at prices 
which had been agreed to. 


A Trick vron Travetters. A short time 
since, a citizen of Wenham, (Mass.) was riding in 
his wagon through Beverly when he was hailed by 
a man by the road side who inquired the distance 
to Newburyport, also, to the Rail Road depot ; upon 
which another man came running from a,.cross 
road near by and said that he was owing the other 
a little money and as he was going off it would 
oblige him very much if he would change bim five 
dollars to pay him, upon which the man from Wen- 
ham teok out his money and counted out five dol- 
lars in small bills and handed them to the man that 
was holding the five dollars; when he and his 
comrade without stopping to exchange, took to 
their heels across the field and left the traveller sol- 
itary without being able to follow. 


Insurance Agstract. To the Hon. John P. 
Bigelow, Secretary of State, are we indebted for the 
Insurance Abstract of the last year. He states that 
the returns embrace all that were included in the 
last year’s report, except the Gloucester, Springfield 
and Salem Commercial Insurance Companies, 
which are closing up their affairs. 

The aggregate amount of risks for the last year, 
have diminished on ¢ fire’ about 25,000,000, on 
‘marine’ about £8,000,000. This is said to be ow- 
ing to the inerease of Mutual Insurance Companies, 
which, from the returns received, appear to be 
transacting business upon an extensive scale. The 
average rate of annual dividends of the Lynn Me- 
chanics Fire and Marine Insurance Company for 
the last five years has been 14 2-5 per cent. 


Sixcvtar Discovery. Some person engaged 
in felling trees, lately, near Thibodauxville, (La) 
discovered a human skull and bones, and a number 
of articles, in the hollow of a tree they cut down. 
It was supposed thgt a runaway negro, or some 
other evil doer, who had stolen things and placed 
them within the cavity for concealment, and on re- 
peating his visit had bent down to see if all was 
right, had fallen in head foremost, and asthe hollow 
was too narrew to turn round, he starved to death. 


Pavrertsm. From the annual report, it appears 
ithat the whole number of persons relieved or 
supported as paupers in Massachusetts during the 
past year, was 13,688, of whom but 8,521 had a 
‘gal settlement in the Commonwealth ; 2,302 were 
natives of England or Ireland; and 503 of other 
foreign countries. They were supported at an 
jexpense of $506,070,01. The number of foreign 
| paupers who have come into the State within the 
|year is 345. The average number of persons 
|supported in alms-houses during the year was 
| 3,968. The number of alms-houses in the State is 
181, to which there are attached 17,811 acres of 
land. The estimated value of the alms—house 
establishments is $900,281,80. The average weekly 
| cost of supporting each pauper in the alms-—house 
| is 83cents. The number of insane persons received 
| or supported at public charge is 540; and of idiots, 
| 338. The number of persons supposed to have 
been reduced to pauperism by intemperance in 
themselves or others, 7154. 

The Secretary of the State says in his report that 
the “expense of supperting paupers, and the num- 
| ber, in this Commonwealh are actually less than 
they were five years since, and that the moral 
condition of the poor, as far as the same is indi- 
cated by the numerical.answers to the question 
concerning intemperance, has decidedly improved.”

On learning that he was pursued, he left Cleriin, 
land travelied east with his brothers; they lecturing, 
however, at the principe! villages that they passed 
through, until he arrived near the easterm part o% 
Ohio. Then, while riding in a carriage with two 
young misses, his pnrsuers came upon him, feur of 
them at once, armed with howie-knives and pistols, 
\seized him, bound him, and were hurrying him 
back to Kentucky, when the friends of the giis 
aud some abolitionists demanded and obtamed tor 
him atrial. The associate judge (he only offiicia- 
ting) gave his pursuer a warrant for his safe-con- 
duct with Clark to Kentucky. Clark’s friends, 
| finding that nothing could be done before that judge 
‘took out a warrant for the slaveholders and their 
ussistants, for an assault upon Clark at the time of 
| his arrest ; and while on their way to the place ot 
| trial, a sheriff arrived from a neighboring county 
| with a writ of habeas corpus. ‘The roxd they hed 
ito pass running between the two counties, the zbe- 
| litionists stopped their wagons en one side of the 
| road, so that the slavers were obliged to drive over 
| that half of the road lying in the next county, when 
the sheriff stopped the horses, and demanded the 
body of MiJton Clark. ‘The slaver declared that he 
chould not go; and, with a cocked pistol in his 
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hand. swore he would shoot the first man down 
who should attempt to release him. ‘Then the peo- 
ple assembled by hundreds around the carriage, and 
told him that, if he fired his pistol, they would in- 
stantly kill all the enslaving party. Clark was then 
allowed to get out of the carriage. His arms were 
soon unbound; and he came to this State, where 
he has since been lecturing upon slavery. His sto- 
ry looses most of its interest, when stripped of the 
circumstances with which he connected it, but 
which would render it by far too lengthy for a news- 
paper publication. It was -listened to with much 
interest and attention by a large and respectable 
audience. 

The most material facts that I gather from his 
narrative are, that the slaves are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the movements that are made in their 
favor in Congress, by abolitionists in the Northern 
States, and by the British; that they hold secret 
meetings to devise plans for rising, arming, and ob- 
taining their freedom; that the faet of the Constitu- 
tion requiring the General Government to put down 
all insurrections, (by which the Northern States 
are bound to assist the South,) has been the princi- 
pal cause of their not having risen before this time ; 
and that all slaves are at heart made for liberty, 
although they dare not admit it---for, whenever they 
do, they are sold to go South. [Here a gentleman 
asked Mr. Clark whether Mr. Clay’s slaves wanted 
their freedom, as he said it had been reported that 
Mr. Clay had said they did not want their treedom.] 
He said he lived within one mile of Mr. Clay ; that 
he knew Mr. Clay and his slaves well; and he 
knew every slave wished for lis liberty. Some 
few may not wish to leave their friends, wives, chil- 
dren, and parents: but they all wished for liberty. 
And, said he, show me a slave that says he does not 
wish for liberty, and ! will show you the slave that 
is most oppressed, and that will be the first to run 
away, if a convenient opportunity offers. There 
may be some house and body servants who will go 
with their masters into free States, and not leave 
behind them their wives, or friends, whom they are 
able to relieve by their earnings. But, whenever 
they can get their friends away, they are uniforuily

| Mr. Spear thought that profane swearing, and 
[the practice of sauntering about the fields on the 
Sabbath, should suffer the penalty of the law, and 
jhe wanted to know why we did not go the length 
{of the law. 

Mr. Fowler was aware that we had long been 
lasleep, as it were—that we had just awoke, when 
| finding our country deluged in vice, and that in- 
| temperance was the worst of all vices—the mother 
of harlots—we had determined to bend our ener- 
| gies against that first—others would follow in due 
season. 

Levi B. Pratt thought that the law against pro- 
fanity and obscenity should be enforced ; but that 
the laws against the non-attendance of church, the 
walking about on Sunday, and some others of like 
character, were old relicts of former superstition, 
and that time and the onward march of publie 
opinion had rendered them nearly obsolete. He 
was for going the whole figure of the law against 
crime and real vice in all their forms; but not (if 
such existed) against the enjoyment and expression 
of religious and moral e@pinions. 

Capt. Azro B. Stiles thought it best for every one 
to mind his own business and not meddle with the 
affairs of others ; that be was a friend of temper- 
ance—did not like to see a man drank,and he that 
cets drunk ts a fool,and it is nobody’s business to 
meddle with him. Some people, he thought, were 
making a great ado about nothing ; and he raised 
his protest against it. He went into an exemina- 
tion of the United States Constitution, and even 
out-eclipsed the Great Expounder, Daniel Web- 
ster, himself; contending that the license law of 
this State, is in direct violation of the Constitution, 
consequently, that it is, and ought to be, null and 
void. He was also opposed, on the score of justice 
and benevolence, aside from its unconstitutionality, 
to prosecutions for violation of the license law— 
contending that it was unjust and cruel to crush 
those who sold rum. But m the heat of his zeal 
in his benevolent opposition to the law he forgat to 
state that in the summer of 1841, a certain valient 
gentleman of high military renown, who ‘takes his 
bitters, entered a complaint against a then widow- 
ed Mrs. Keigho, of this District, for selling rum ; 
who was brought before a Justice, on his complaint, 
and fned for the same. 

Mr. Pratt thought that it was self-evident that the 
license law of this Commonwealth is Constitution- 
al, from the very fact that neither the General Goy- 
ernment or any of our able statesmen, had raised 
an objection or doubt of its constitutionality. Like- 
wise, that our State Legislature who enacted, and 
the Executive who sauctioned the same, must and 
did know what authority the Constitution delegated 
to them ; and that the objection never is raised but 
hy zealous rum lovers ; that in relation to minding 
one’s own business, he thought it was the business 
of every one to look after the morals of community 
and to sustain the morals of the land ; and that as 
the traftic in intexieating liquors and the consequent 
use of the same, caused more degradation, misery 
and vice than any other eause, or causes combined, 
it must be the business of all good citizens to use 
the powers in them vested, to break up the traffic. 
ile asked what would sink a person so low in the 
mental and physical seale of existence as drunken- 
ile thought that it was the business of all 

who are friends to their species, to assist and be- 
friend such ‘fools, as the gentleman was pleased to 
call them, and to break up the fool manufactories. 
| Atthis stage of the discussion, Mr. Spear with- 
drew from his assumed position. 

Major John D. Thayer, who for some time had 
listened to the debate, now took the floor and spoke 
in his own defence. He virtually acknowledged 
that he had sold rum, but denied having sold any 
since his prosecution. He was in favor of moral 
suasion and against law. He thought that more 
water had been sold in milk in this District than he 
had sold rum and that old Bill Trask, as he called 
ihim, was a mean fellow. He theught had it not 
jbeen for that insignificant, unworthy-of-notice, 
‘pumpkin poem of Fowler, he should bave signed 

the pledge before this; that Fowler was a d—d liar, 
and although he had talked to him, had not used 
any moral suasion with him, but told him “he had 
| better sign—perhaps he would think differently— 
might alter his mind, ete.” He thought himself to 
ibe a good citizen, a benevolent man, a generous 
|man; that he gave freely to the poor and unfortu- 
}nate; and that he hated Gov. Trask and pumpkin 
poem Fowler. He quoted largely from the Bible 
to sustain wine and strong drink habits ; thought 
| the temperance folks were base hypocrites, and that 
jhe should drink and give away as much rum as he 
| pleased. He held to giving things their right 
| names ; that if a person ask for a fish, he should 
not be presented with a serpent; or for bread, 
and be presented with a stone. 

Mr. Pratt thought that if a person should ask for 
vinegar, that the gentleman would be likely to give 
him rum. - 

} Mr. Trask could not follow the Major through 
| his zig-zag course, but he thought that he had con- 
ltradicted himself and that, notwithstanding his 
| sublime eulogy on himself (egotism) he had virtuai- 
ly, though unintentionally, made himself to appear 
nearly as bad, as he had, as a rum-seller, been 
represented. 
| 
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J. B. Packard thought that the truth of the Res- 
' olutions had been fully sustained, and moved their 
final adoption. 

Major Thayer did not like snakes in the grass; 
and he would prosecute every cold-water man who 
trespassed on his land ; he was im favor of moral 
suasion ; knew he had no right, by law, to sell rum, 
did not sell rum now, but Seonkl hake signed the 
pledge and given up the sale if it had not been for 
that d—d Fowler and his “ pumpkin poem.” 
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Mr. Fowler thought that the old adage was true, 
that “like causes produce like effects,” and that 
the “pumpkin poem” bad capsized a pumpkin 
head.

seass is, there will the eagles be gathered together.’

CAUTION TO NOVICES. 

There are many,in this and other towns, disposed 
to experiment in the use of Animal Magnetisin, 
who are not sufficiently conversant with its nature 
or its laws.

them in their orbits, and also to tell their magnitude 
and distances from that great cheerer and ilfumi- 
nator of all bodies, the sun; and also to account 
for the various phenomena which are constantly 
taking place in the immensity of space above us, 
the very thought of which in former ages would 
have been laughed at and ridiculed ; nay, they even 
did more than this; Anaxagoras, who renounced 
the cares and honors of government and gave him- 
self up wholly to study the secrets of nature, was 
commanded to be put to death for having defined 
the sun to bea “mass of burning matter,” even in 
the great and learned city of Athens, which was 
the glory and splendor of the world.

Deatu or Bisnuor Griswotp. This eminent 
and venerable prelate and exemplary christian died 
in Boston, on Wednesday afternoon last. He had 
recently enjoyed as good health as for some years 
past, and walked from his house to the residence 
of Bishop Eastburn, bis associate and successor, 
when on ascending the steps of the house, he was 
observed to falter and fall. He was immediately 
taken up, but in a few moments be was dead. The 
cause of his death was a disease of the heart, from 
which he had oceasionally suffered for some years 
past. 

The Right Rev. Alexander Viets Griswold, 
D. D., was Bishop of the Eastern Diocese, (which 
comprises the States of Massachusetts, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island,) and was consecrated 
May 29th, 1811, at Trinity Church, New York, at 
the same time as late Rt. Rev. Bishop Hobart. He 
Was seventy-seven years old, and enjoyed good 
health up to the time of his sudden death. 

Ile was one of the oldest of the ministering 
servants in the Episcopal church, and till the recent 
consecration of Bishop Eastburn, performed the 
arduous duties of his apostolic office singly and 
alone. His two last sermons were preached in 
Salem, on Sunday last, where he confirmed twenty- 
two persons. 

The funeral services on the occasion, will take 
place at Trinity Church, in Summer street, this 
forenoon, at ten o'clock. 

There are few who require to be told of Bishop 
Griswold’s pure piety, profound learning, winning 
eloquence, an earnest and faithful devotion to his 
duties, and a union of all the graces which belong 
to the Christian character. He had earned for 
himself the admiration, respect and attachment of 
all who knew him, or even held the most distant 
relations with him. The remembrance of bis 
virtues will soften the sorrows of mourners, for 
though Death came upon him suddenly in the 
midst of Life, it found him ripe in years and ex- 
cellence, prepared to yield his spirit unmurmuring 
into the Hand that formed it. ; 

Massacuuserts Leeistature. Several orders, 
as usual, have been offered and adopted, one of 
which proposes to amend the Constitution, so as to 
deprive the Legislature of borrowing more than 
half a million of dollars, except in case of invasion, 
without the consent of the people. A debate also 
ensued on the bill to repeal the law to close the 
polls at sunset. The bill to reduce the expenses of 
the Adjutant General’s office has been warmly dis- 


cussed. The bill providing that if any citizen is 


omitted to be taxed on the first of May, being oth-~ 


erwise qualified, he within two days of an 
election pay his tax and become a voter, was dis- 
cussed with much spirit and interest. The bill to 
reduce the salaries of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court five hundred dollars has passed the Senate.

Fir—E aXpD Loss oF LIFE IN CINCINNATI.— 
About fouro clock on the morning of the 25th 
ult.. an extensive pork packing establishment 
in Cincinnati. {Ohio,) was discovered to be on 
fire. It was filled with pork and lard. The 
building was a hundred feet front by sixty feet 
deep. A short time after, an explosion took 
place, which threw off the roof, and scattered 
the walls in every direction. The explosion is 
supposed to have been caused by the generation 
of gas from the burning meat. ‘The destruc- 
tion of the house involved the loss of a number 
of lives—the roof and walls falling on the fire- 
men. and instantly killing some and wounding 
a great number more. Such was the conster- 
nation created by the shock of the explosion— 
which was heard and felt in distant parts of the 
city—that several minutes elapsed before the 
spectators recovered from the panic. Assist- 
ance was then given to the sufferers, some of 
whom were dead—some so dreadfully mutila- 
ted and wounded that they could scarcely 
be recognized, many of whom died in a short 
time, and some may possibly recover. The 
Cincinnati Gazette states that the whole num- 
ber of persons killed, so far as ascertained, is 
nine. ‘The number of persons severely wound- 
ed is fourteen, and about twenty are reported to 
be slightly wounded. 


Fine 1x Worcester. About one o'clock 
Monday morning last, a fire broke out in the 
brick building next door south of the Central 

lotel, Worcester, (Mass.) occupied as a res- 
taurant and boarding houxe. which was entire- 
ly consumed. The adjoining building, known 
as the Central Exchance, was soon on fire and 
entirely destroyed. The building was occupied 
by the Post Office, the Worcester Bank, the 
printing and publishing offices of the Worces- 
ter Palladium, the Worcester Waterfall, law- 
yers’ offices, ete, and the amount of property 
consumed must be very large. There is said 
to be an insurance on the building of fifteen 
thousand dollars, partly in Worcester, and 
partly in Boston. 

A livery stable, and a wool store,a large 
brick building next to the one where the fire 
was discovered, were also burnt. * 

The specie, notes, and valuable papers of the 
Bank ; and most of the printing materials of 
the Palladium, were saved.

Dine General School Commiltce submit the follaring 

Report : 

During the past year the condition of the Schools 
hhas generally been such as to afford pleasure to the 
Committee. Not havinrig served on the Committee 
previously, We are not able to state precisely Low 
the schools the past year would bear a comparison 
with preceding years, but we feel coufident that 
they have been making good improvement during 
the year. 

The intelligence of New England is to be aseri- 
hed to her system of public school instruction. 
The welfare of our land is in no sinall degree de- 
pendent upon these schools. ‘They are an mvalua- 
ble legacy. ‘The town of Quincy by the large 
amount of money Which she has rarsed tor several 
years past for the purpose of furnishing school- 
houses and paying instructors aud Comunittees has 
evinced a deep interest in the cducation of her 
cinidren, Few, if any, towns ju this Common- 
wealth have raised a burger amount in proportion 
to their ability. ‘To coustitute good schools they 
must have 

1. 2 good Teacher. The instructo? stamps his 
image upon his pupils. ‘Their proticieney depends 
very much upon his knowledge, his faeulty ot com- 
municating what he knows, and his power of instil- 
ing into their minds respect tor their superiors and 
amild and happy temper. The Committee wish 
to have it understood that no man can be a com- 
petent teacher who is wanting inathorough kuowl- 
edge of the sciences which he professes to teach ; 
but, at the same time, there are many well «duea- 
ted men who zre miserable It avails 
nothing for a man to be learned, if he have no 
power to communicate that learning to his scholars.

In the West District all is regular ond quiet,and 
the schools are happy and musical, cheered by each 
other, encouraged by their parents and duly assisted 
by their instructors, 2s they climb the Lill of Sei- 
ence. The Committee wish for no alteration in 
these schools, as it respects leachers or frais, but 
they believe a change is necessary in their school 
house and respeetfully recommend that the house 
be enlarged so that the main school can be divided, 
as has been the case in the Centre and South Dis- 
tricts. Such a division is as necessary and as loud- 
ly called tor, and, (beyond a doubt.) would prove 
as salutary, as in either of the Districts. 

In the North District an improvement is going 
on, Which we trust will lead we goed order and reu- 
der that school equal to any i town. 

In the Germantown District the school during the 
‘year has done well, especially, has this been the 
case the past winter. No labor has been spared 

by the present teacher, Dr. Duggan, that could be 
calculated to benefit the scholars, and their progress 
in learning has been worthy of commendation, 

The Committee feel it their duty, as well as priv- 

ilege, to say, that no one of the schools, either male 
or female, is ina better state, or making more rapid 
progress, or under more thorough and judicious 


discipline than that of Miss Seaver, in the South | 


District. This remark is made in the belief, thata 
teacher of her age (being the youngest in the town) 
for such faithfuluess and tact deserves a high 
reward, 

The principle upon which the schools have been 
divided has been to place those trom seven to ten 
years under the care of the female, and all over ten 
under the male teacher. Some farther attention 
may vet be necessary us it respects this division. 

In such a town as Quiney, if there be no public 
Academy, or High School, the District 
should be of the first order, and the teachers should 
be competent to Instruct inall the branches usually 
studied in our Academies. The town raise a suffi- 
cient sum of money to expect such struction, and 
the parents and have a just claim to it, 
and the Committee are happy in the belief that the 
present tercLers will not be wanting in their efforts 
tonccomplizh an end so desirable.
